The eighth issuance in our Nature of America series promotes the appreciation of Florida wetlands. Wetlands are places where shallow water constantly saturates the 
soil. They can take the form of marshes, swamps, bogs, strands and riparian forests. The American crocodile, Florida panther, roseate spoonbill, Halloween pennant 
dragonfly and great egret are just some of the creatures found in this lush and beautiful region. Artist John D. Dawson depicts more than 20 different kinds of plants and 
animals in his cotorful painting.

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D Hanukkah 
For eight days and nights every year, Jewish 
people around the world celebrate the 
successful revolt led by Judah Maccabee 
against the oppressive government of 
Antiochus IV in 165 B.C.E. Hanukkah is the 
Hebrew word for “dedication,” and tradition 
relates the miracle that took place while 
rededicating the Temple in Jerusalem when 
the day’s supply of sacramental oil tasted 
eight days. This reissued stamp features 
a dreidel, bearing a Hebrew letter on each 
of its four sides, spelling “a great miracle 
happened there.” Ethel Kessler is the 
designer and art director, basing her stamp 
on a photograph by Elise Moore. 


B Christmas: Chacon Madonna 
and Child with Bird 
This updated Christmas stamp features an 
oil-on-canvas painting by Ignacio Chacon— 
an artist active from about 1745 to 1775 in 
Cuzco, Peru. Rendered in exquisite detail in 
the mestizo-baroque style, it has beautiful 
floral borders, vivid coloring and brocateado 
de oro (gold-leaf overlay). The painting dates 
back to 1765 and the stamp was art directed 
by Michael Osborne. 


C Kwanzaa 

This non-religious African-American holiday 
takes place over seven days from December 
26th to January 1st. Taken from a Swahili 
phrase meaning “first fruits,” its origins are 
in harvest celebrations. It’s a celebration of 
seven principles rooted in African culture: 
unity, self-determination, collective work and 


responsibility, cooperative economics, purpose, 


creativity and faith. The seven principles are 
signified by the seven figures on this reissued 
stamp, designed by art director Derry Noyes 
and stamp artist Daniel Minter, who balanced 
formality with a festive mood.

This reissue commemorates two of 
the most important festivals in the 
Islamic calendar: Eid al-Fitr, which 
marks the end of Ramadan, and Eid 
al-Adha, celebrated at the end of 
the annual pilgrimage to Mecca. 
Calligrapher Mohamed Zakariya used 
traditional instruments to render the 
stamp’s beautiful Arabic writing, which

today. Mel Ott set what was, at the time, a National League record for 

home runs with 511 for the New York Giants. Mickey Mantle, known as 
“The Commerce Comet,” hit 536 home runs for the New York Yankees.

C Sugar Ray Robinson 
The U.S. Postal Service pays tribute to 
six-time world champ Sugar Ray Robinson, with 
this commemorative stamp in his honor. Born 
Walker Smith, Jr. on May 3, 1921, he got his 
name by fighting in New York under a 
borrowed Amateur Athletic Union card that 
had been issued to Ray Robinson. “Sugar Ray” 
was coined by a sportswriter who thought 
Robinson was such a “sweet” fighter. He 
fought a total of 201 bouts, winning 174 (109 
by knockout). He was named “Fighter of the 
‘ Century” by the Associated Press in 1999. The 
stamp resembles a vintage poster from the 
1940s and 50s and features Robinson during 
his peak fighting years.
